W hile having grown peaches, 
pears and apricots with varying success, 
we. at last awaken to the fact that we have 
the country for figs and olives.

deed, it seems that the poorest varieties 
have been selected for us, and undoubtedly 
importers of lig trees have until lately 
been imposed upon by the fig growers in 
the old countries, who feared competition, 
and sent us tin worst they had. 
The fact 
is, until lately no good dry Jigs have been 
produced in California, for the simple rea­ 
son that we did not have the varieties pro­ 
ducing them; another reason is that the 
trees have not been planted in the locali­ 
ties where they would do the best.

STATE HONESTY. 


During the present session of tire Legis­ 
lature the question lias been squarely pre­ 
sented w hether a State is bound by the 
ordinary rules for honest action. 
In short, 
is there any justification possible for a 
party having the power, by reason of num ­ 
bers, in a legislative body, refusing to pay 
debts contracted, or discharge obligations 
incurred in the name of the State by its 
authorized agents, because that agency is of 
a h opposing political creed? 
If one Ad­ 
m inistration of State conies to that ot an­ 
other with large deficiency bills, shall they 
for th at reason he unpaid, if in all other 
respects they are honest debts? 
T he mere 
politician replies in the affirmative, on the 
ground that his party should not be held 
to responsibility for the maladm inistration 
o f it- predecessor. 
Therein he loses sight 
of the fact th at one in office is there to do 
right ; not to adm inister the affairs of a 
party, hut ot the people in their State ca­ 
pacite. 
If the obligation of the State be 
an honest one adm ittedly, there can be no 
repudiation <>f it except by the practice of 
dishon -ty. 
The partisan 
pure in his 
private life would scorn with indigna­ 
tion any repudiatory action in his own 
afiiiirs ; but too often he apj>ears to believe 
th a t as a partisan party ends will justify 
any means be may employ, even at the 
s;n riih-e of moral obligations. For instance, 
lie will ask: 
"1 - it fair th a t my party, 
because it is in }>ower, shall liear the odium 
o f heavy appropriations made necessary by 
opposition trickery, the refusal to supply 
Stale institutions w ith sufficient means, 
and its fail.ire to pursue economic courses?” 
T he answer is obvious. 
It is fair for the 
party in power to adm inister public affairs 
honestly, wholly irrespective of the delin­ 
quencies and dishonesty of others. 
It can 
afford 
to 
go 
before the people on a 
record made up of such action. 
W e arc 
told, " the people see only their tax hills.’ 
JNo matter, the creditors of the State 
are entitled to their due—to that there is 
no answer possible to Ik- made, except that 
w hich justifies the doing of wrong to 
individuals for the advancement of party 
ends. 
Xo party that deserves the coun­ 
tenance of the people can exjiect to retain 
it by any such tactics as those referred to. 
T h e Republican party, for instance, of all 
others, should lie equal to all emergencies. 
I t has been its boast that it did not fear to 
do right no m atter what the consequences. 
Professor Amos has w ritten of the science 
o f polities in a volume of lasting v irtu e ; 
hut in none of it- lines can a word be found 
in justification of such polities as have 
been manifest in the m atter under con­ 
sideration. 
Dn the contrary, the distin­ 
guished es-ayi-t says, treating of various 
kinds of repudiation and like devices to 
serve p a rty ; “ It needs only to glance 
around at the actual practice of some 
States, otherwise enjoying a reputation for 
justice and public honesty, and at ;he lan­ 
guage occasionally used in the legislative 


3t»:cmblies, and even in diplomatic eorre- 
(tponoenee with other States, to see that 
‘.tisr current line draw n between justice end 


injustice, truth and influence, right and 
wrong, in the case of such financial topics 
as those adverted to, is far too often shame­ 
fully-flickering and indistinct.” 
H erbert 
Sjteneer, in considering the “ Sins of Leg­ 
islators,” makes like com plaint th at the 
rule of honesty in individual action ap­ 
pears to lie considered by politicians of no 
binding force upon the State which makes 
its honest action a concern of mere privi­ 
lege. 
To the credit of the President-elect 
let it lie said, th at he declared, as Gov­ 
ernor of the State of New York, th at the 
great commonwealth whose affairs he ad­ 
ministered should not, by his consent, re­ 
pudiate a contract made, or avoid an obli­ 
gation 
assum ed; 
but that 
it 
should 
be held to the same rules of right action 
and honesty th at are obligatory upon pri­ 
vate citizens. 
It is a high moral ground 
to occupy, and wholly at variance with the 
code of the ordinary political boss, whose 
action often justifies th e conclusion th at he 
cares nothing for wrong done, or injury in­ 
flicted, if a given line of conduct will tem ­ 
porarily benefit his party. 
All this class 
of men are shortsighted. 
Moral strabis­ 
mus perverts their vision ; for if there is 
any tru th in moral science, any right in 
the governm ent of men, any justice in the 
laws of being, any advance in civilization, 
any intelligence among the peoples of the 
earth, this is true, th at in the end the 
great final and inexorable judgm ent of the 
people will turn upon and sear to the roots 
the party and the men who prostrate moral 
obligations to partisan ends. 


for her flag. 
In all this Mr. Gladstone 
has been forced into a policy of action th at 
has been of the crippled and limping 
order, because it has been the j>olicy th at 
came to him by inheritance, and of which 
he could not di-possess himself. 
The man 
has been right throughout, the m inister 
lias been weak because he could not draw 
strength from the people. 
If he goes 
down, it will be because at the foot of the 
hill of difficulty the English people would 
not perm it him to free him self of his bur­ 
den. 
The policy of Mr. Gladstone as an 
opponent of Disraeli on the Egyptian ques­ 
tion was a right policy; hut Gladstone 
as m inister has lieen unable to carry it 
into 
practice. 
Even 
his transcendent 
genius and lofty statesm anship have proved 
unequal to the force of «ircumstances and 
the inheritance 
left by the 
preceding 
m inistry. 
Hut if he is retired he will 
leave a record of deeds th at history will 
credit as lieing great factors In bringing 
England closer to the forms of a ¡mre 
democracy, and as having still further 
dim inished monarchical rule. 


GLADSTONE. 


A vote of censure has been moved in 
Parliam ent against the Gladstone combi­ 
nation Cabinet. 
Y et nothing could be 
more illogical. 
T he Cabinet Las licen 
driven to the policy it adopted. 
General 
Gordon was sent to the upper Nile, not to 
compass a conquest, but the pacification of 
the Soudan and the definite settlem ent of a 
line between upper and lower Egypt, south 
of which the independence of the Soudan 
would be recognized. 
No titter man could 
have been selected. 
The respect the N ile 
trilics had for him was reasonable founda­ 
tion for the belief th at he would he suc­ 
cessful in his mission. 
That.step therefore 
was a wise one, and in saying this we 
leave out of consideration the premises 
th at led up to the revolt in the Soudan. 
El M ahdi, emboldened by success and long 
unrcstraimed action during 
the Arabi 
Pasha revolt, refused to treat w ith Gordon 
as the representative of Egypt, or as a 
m ediator from England, 
lie recognized 
him only as an intruder, one interm eddling 
with the affairs of a leader whose commis­ 
sion, he holds, is issued by the K ing of 
Heaven. 
Gordon, in return, denounced 
the False Prophet as a rebel, and thus an 
issue of actual war was made. T he E gypt­ 
ian garrison at K hartoum was hemmed in, 
and Gordon’s rem aining task was, not to 
fight and overcome El Mahdi, but to se­ 
cure the safe withdrawal of the Egyptians 
from the Soudan. 
T he Gladstone Cabinet, 
voicing the English Government, had an­ 
nounced its readiness fo recognize the fact 
that the rebellions tribes were lighting for 
freedom from Egyptian rule, hut circum­ 
stances made it im perative th a t Egypt 
should he assisted in covering the retreat 
of her 
garrisons, though it 
is 
cer­ 
tain 
th a t 
a 
goodly 
portion 
of the 
troojis preferred 
to rem ain and attach 
themselves to the standard of the false 
Prophet. 
W ol-eh y was sent out to effect 
the relief of Gordon and the garrison. 
Gordon him self m ight have secured from 
El M ahdi safe conduct, hut he refused to 
abandon the men to whose rescue he had 
been dispatched. 
W ith the fall of Gordon 
it would appear th at no reason existed lor 
the English rem aining in the Soudan. 
T heir retiracv from Egypt would have 
been in line with the peace policy of Air. 
Gladstone, and which won him place, and 
secured the overthrow of the Ben corn-field 
cabinet. 
T he English rem ain in the Sou­ 
dan then, not to conquer territory, but to 
satisfy popular clam or for the assertion of 
the supremacy of B ritish arms, which have 
been beaten hack, defeated and hum iliated 
by a semi-barbarous power. 
T his is the 
sum and substance of the present situation 
— it is a contest for the supremacy of civil­ 
ized arms. 
Related to it, however, are a 
variety of questions arising out of the 
whole English policy regarding Egypt, 
and nothing is clearer than the fact, th at 
so far as th at policy relates to the use of 
force, it is opposed to the judgm ent anil 
conscientious declarations of 
England’s 
Prender. 
“ T he (irand Old M an ” is 
situated as no other statesman has bec-n be­ 
fore him . 
If he falls now, it cannot dis­ 
grace him in the eyes of the political 
world. 
If there is to b e visited upon him 
any reproach, it will he because he con­ 
sents to action now that is opposed to his 
better judgm ent. 
lie realizes th at he owes 
a duty to the British public, and th at he 
many not stubbornly refuse to do its bid­ 
ding. 
England’s protecting arm lias been 
one of unvarying ill to the Egyptians. 
It 
was extended to secure Egypt’s English 
creditors, whose claims compounded in in­ 
terest and bred in num ber as seldom before 
in the history of finance. 
These creditors 
have used the English G overnm ent as a 
cat's-paw to control the whole system of 
Egyptian finances and manage the affairs 
of th at country solely in foreign interests. 
France, under the influence of her money 
lenders and investors, was a party to 
the scheme, 
and 
between 
the 
two 
a 
full 
meal was made of a nation. 
But 
the 
genesis 
of 
this 
situation 
is not 
chargeable 
to 
Mr. Gladstone. 
He came into power finding certain condi­ 
tions that lie could not ignore, and of 
which he must make the liest he could. 
Arabi 1’asha was the natural outgrowth of 
foreign control in Egypt. 
H is revolt was

ereign rights. 
To supross this revolt B rit­ 
ish gunners were given opportunity, and 
as a result A lexandria was made food for 
powder in a war, brief but terrible.

nation prostrate, its legitim ate head a 
puppet in the hands of a great power, this 
latter could not, bad it desired, afiord to 
abandon it to other birds of prey. 
As a 
result we have the present situation— 
England pledged by honor and Iniund by 
the inexorable demands of her capitalists 
to defend Egypt's southern line and estab­ 
lish it as far up the N ile as can be done. 
It has been a bad business from the begin- 
in g ; it cannot redound to the glcry of the

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AN ENGLISH CHITICISM. 


Sir E . Temple, a distinguished subject of j 
England, recently paid the U nited States 
a visit, 
ltw as.no flying trip. 
H e came to 
see and understand, and having long cul­ 
tivated his powers of observation, and 
being a traveled and intelligent man of 
slow judgm ent, w ith a keen sense of jus­ 
tice, his “ ideas” regarding us become of 
value. 
On his return to England he was 
invited to address th e people on “ Am er­ 
ica,” which lie did in a very thoughtful 
and dispassionate manner. 
H e compared 
the scenery of England and America in 
detail, and while lie was lost in no enthu­ 
siasm, he was deeply impressed with the 
scenic grandeurs of our country, but found 
in England beauties which we cannot equal. 
The autum nal tints of our foliage are, in 
his opinion, no where equaled in Eurojie. 
Yosemite and the Yellowstone I’ark in 
grandeur surpass any other scenery, while 
considering the broad expanse of water, 
the overhanging rocks, the 
variegated 
foliage, the rugged geological formations 
on the one bank and the beautiful ferns 
on the other, the country craft, the painted 
steamers, the life and the anim ation, he 
said it must be adm itted th at the Hudson 
scenery is among the fairest upon the 
surface of the earth. 
Of ail the rivers he 
had seen in any country he never beheld 
one in which the view presented to the 
eye was so beautiful a sth a to f the Hudson. 
He judged the. Mormons fairly and yet 
severely, and there can be no appeal from 
his conclusions that they are a most indus­ 
trious but woefully superstitious-ridden 
and misguided people. 
But the most in­ 
teresting portion of his discourse, which 
was lengthy and exhaustive, related to the 
Americans as a people. W e quote at length 
from him under ibis head—condensing 
his language, however—-and the 
criti­ 
cism of this critic’s views will present 
itself to the reader : 
lie might t.e prejudiced, perhans, in tlieir 
favor. 
He had received so much kindness 
from them in various ways that he must confess 
he felt a great affection for them. They were 
frank and outspoken, and their wit, although 
not exactly retined like the polished rapier, 
was never coarse, it was dry. pungent, and 
full of fancy and sarcasm. But the greatest of 
their qualities was generosity. They were ab­ 
solutely generous. lie thought it was that they 
felt nature had given them Micli a magnificent 
heritage, that they had such l>oundlcss re­ 
sources, and liad wen their [stsition so nobly, 
first by establishing their independence against 
so powerful a kingdom as Great Britain (though 
they conveniently forgot that they would prob­ 
ably never have won it but for the assistance of 
France), and then by m aintaining it through 
the bloodiest and most gigantic war of modem 
times—a war waged with the utmost gallantry, 
endurance, and virtue on both sides—that they 
could afford to be generous, and there was in 
¡act nothing petty or mean about them. They 
felt tba; they were prosperous ; they desired to 
live ami let live ; uud they were glad when 
other nations prospered too. At the same time 
they fancied then prosperity was such as would 
never he equaled anywhere else. 
Then they 
were absolutely fearless—a thing which could 
hardly be said of any European nation. France 
feared Germany, and Germany feared France a 
little ; and England was rather alraid of all the 
European nations, and especially of Germany 
just now. Americans had no such fear. They 
knew there were three thousand miles of stormy 
ocean between them and Iheir nearest neigh­ 
bor. They had no fear of anyone except per­ 
haps a little of Great Britain, 
and they 
knew we were so hound to them by ties 
of coicanguinity, 
by 
mutual 
intercourse 
und 
by 
t rade 
relations, that 
we 
could 
not possibly go to war with them, nor they with 
us. To any other nation than Greut Britain 
they did not give the slightest consideration. 
In their opinion there was hut one nation upon 
earth worth thinking of seriously. That was 
Great Britain, and this they looked upon a 
their mother country- and their best friend. 
They calmly said, "W e are not going to keep 
armies and navies; let other nations do that 
who have got dangerous neighbors. 
These 
tilings are not suited to us ; therefore we shall 
not go to the expense of these costly arm a­ 
ments." Another thing about the Americans 
w as that they were patient up to a certain [>oint. 
The calm way in which they suffered abuses to 
spring up, tyranny to be indirectly practiced, 
* * * was most wonderful. 
But they did so 
because they know [«-rfcctly well that when the 
thing gilt beyond endurance the nation would 
ri-e in its might and sweep away these cobwebs 
with the broom of the ballot—a brooin which in 
the hands of a free, independent and powerful 
people swept uncommonly dean. Besides these 
qualities the Americans had i xtraordinary indi­ 
viduality. Gigantic evils might exist in poli­ 
ties, in society, and in many other respects; 
nevertheless every individual American was 
working out his own fortune—was carving his 
own destiny. 
Whether municipalities were 
corrupt, or politicians were intriguing, or the 
public revenue was mismanaged, or countless

fortune. Hence there was great individuality, 
great prosperity, great self-reliance, and all 
tii e 
civic 
virtues 
that 
made 
a 
great 
nation. He hint great confidence in American 
honor and pie 
1 spirit. 11c said Americans 
were 
ulw 
criticising England, but 
he 
f aind 
in 
that 
no 
cause 
for 
offense 
tiran this, he held, because we are so in­ 
timately related by language, roinuicrce, habit 
and blood to the English that w e consider them, 
of all others, most worthy of our notice. Our 
criticisms were not alw ays friendly, neverthe­ 
less he assured his hearers that the feeling of 
regard by Americans toward England was in­ 
tense, and il lay at the very bottom of their 
hearts. There was no nation they cared for ex­ 
cept England, and no opinion they regarded 
except English opinion. There was no criticism 
of which they were so sensitive a sth a to f Eng­ 
lish, but they were extremely anxious for Eng­ 
lish sympathy, lie went so far as Mr say that 
they craved English sympathy, and were ex­ 
tremely jealous of criticism. As for English ridi­ 
cule, they could not stand it. As he had .said, 
the Americans were perfectly frank and they 
were very truthful. 
If one began to praise 
America to Americans immediately they would 
he very anxious that he should not have an ex­ 
aggerated idea. They would care to moderate 
hi> transports by pointing out their own faultB. 
As long a> one show ed that ho appreciated them 
in the main, they were very anxious ttiat he 
should be well intormed of all their defects in 
detail, and that was very creditable. Fo on the 
whole he said il only rested with Englishmen 
to rivet and fix immovably the regard Ameri­ 
cans iclt for them, and a great national or in­ 
ternational responsibility rested upon all well- 
informed Englishmen to take care that they ex­ 
pressed their criticism in reference to America 
in a guarded, friendly aud generous spirit. 


SANITARY F3ECACTI0N3. 


In the East active precautionary meas­ 
ures are already being made for an antici­ 
pated invasion of this continent by cholera. 
We shall not be surprised if tlie enemy 
makes its approach on our side first. 
The 
communication wo 
m aintain with 
the 
O rient oilers it a convenient and speedy 
avenue and means of transport. 
Here, 
then, is where we should prepare. 
Fifty 
thousand dollars is a small enough sum to 
Bet apart for the use of the State Board of 
H ealth in case pestilence comes to us in 
the form of cholera from the east or west, 
or yellow fever from the south. 
Not only 
strict quarantine must be enforced, but a 
hospital scrvicQ must bo organized. It was 


the unanimous judgm ent of the «uiitariana 
and medical authorities of Italy, France 
and Spain last year that w ithout efficient 
hospital service no stand couid haTe been 
made against cholera a t all. 
It behooves 
ns in tim e of peace to prepare for war 
against disease. 
T he difficulty w ith our 
whole sanitary system is lack of uniform ity 
and method. 
To every m unicipality and 
town is left the whole question of defense. 
Not a few of these neglect their duty, and 
some of these with a sort of fatalism trust 
to 
luck and 
make no etiort at san­ 
itary 
precautions. 
T he 
- suggestion 
of 
a 
correspondent 
yesterday, 
for 
instance, 
is 
a 
wise 
one, 
th at 
we should prohibit the dumping of refuse 
vegetable and anim al m atter to decay and 
poison the atmosphere. 
Fire is the >niy 
absolutely certain specific for the germs of 
contagious diseases evolved from filth. 
H ere in Sacramento we have lately per­ 
mitted dum p heaps on the south of the 
city to be made of decaying m atter, and as 
a result sickness and death have prevailed 
upon th e southern borders, traceable di­ 
rectly to th at cause. 
As the corres]«indent 
suggested—and he is a competent chemist 
—why not compel authorities to destroy 
such filth by fire? 
It alwolutelv kills the 
germs of disease, and is a more economical 
method than burial. 
Let cholera or yel­ 
low fever once find lodgment in California, 
and she will be turned backward upon her 
path hv more than a decade. Indeed, it will 
result in perm anent injury, and go far to­ 
ward complete dissipation of the claims of 
the State of im m unity from virulent epi­ 
demics.

used by teachers who are not specialists in 
elocution. 
It contains clear and concise 
statem ents of principles and rules. 
It is 
characterized by the copiousness and fresh­ 
ness of the 
illustrative 
drill-examples. 
O ur exam ination of the work leads us te 
the belief that these claims are fully m ain­ 
tained, and that the book will prove a m a­ 
terial aid not only to teachers but to all 
pupils from gram m ar grades upward. 
From A. L. Bancroft & Co., San Fran­ 
cisco, we have a fat volume of their publi­ 
cation entitled “ Noble Deeds of the Great 
and Brave, as Portrayed by the W orld’s 
Great W riters of Prose and Poetry, Ga­ 
thered from Many Ages and Nations."

sell. 
Exam ination has convinced us, how­ 
ever, that it is a book with its uses, and 
that these are of no sm all account. 
It is an 
excellent collection of historic narratives 
classified 
and very clearly 
introduced. 
Many of them are accompanied by ’the 
recital of the story in verse, from the pens 
of great writers in m any tongues. 
The 
value of the book resides largely in the fact 
that it m ay awaken in very m any the 
thirst for thorough historic reading. It lias 
value also in affording those who wish to 
m ake choice selections for public readings. 
It lias value, too, as furnishing reading en­ 
tertainm ent for brief periods of rest in the 
rush of the hours. 
Finally, it is a com­ 
mendable work, for it brings into one vol­ 
um e and groups together the greater exam ­ 
ples of "G rand Achievements,” “ Heroic 
Sacrifices,” “ V aliant Exploits,” “ Knightly 
Virtues." " Patriotism ," "Integrity.” "M ag­ 
nanim ity,” “ Devotion to Duty,” " Fidelity 
to Hotuc- a n d Kindred,” and “ True Friend­ 
ship.” 
Emerson stood among the few men who 
have attained the highest position in Amer­ 
ican literature.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


F ine Ho its e-car.—There lias recently 
been constructed at the railroad works, and 
is now in the paint shop there receiving 
the finishing touches, a very fine car for 
the use of J. 15. Haggin in transporting his 
horses. It somewtmt resembles a baggage 
car, having two side doors and also end 
doors. A ventilator extends the full length 
of the roof, as in a passenger car. it has 
.accommodations for twelve horses, each 
being furnished witli a separate stall, and 
all of the stalls padded thoroughly, ami 
handsomely as well, on the sides and rear 
end. The four stalls on each side are per­ 
manent, and in the center of the ear, be­ 
tween the two rows, is a passageway, so ar-

at either end of the car 'face each other— 
tiiree witli their bucks to the locomotive 
and three facing it—and the gangway be­ 
tween furnishes room for the men in charge 
to move about, and for the storage of feed, 
etc. The stalls are so arranged that they 
can lie cleaned without moving the horse 
out; and, in fact, the entire design is very 
complete in all respects. The car has been 
named “ Rancho del Paso.’’

The State’s collection of minerals was 
shipped to the World’s Fair at New Orleans 
Friday.

ficant of all, perhaps, was a little statu­ 
ette, 
which 
not 
only 
presented

human form in a shapely—it might also 
be said artistic contour, but showed also, 
the earrings and the drapery of the waist 
which were fashionable in the American 
prehistoric times. 
Some of these relics 
must originally have come from the Florida 
coast, from Lake Superior and from the 
Rocky Mountains, indicating thus either 
extensive migration or intercommunica­ 
tion. 
The indications are that the crema­ 
tion of the dead was practiced by these na­ 
tives, and that an altar mound is signifi­ 
ca nt of some great sacrificial ceremony, 
and that these trinkets and relies, some of 
which pertained to the useful arts, repre­ 
sented an offering on the part of these peo­ 
ple, equivalent, in comparison with our 
scale of values, to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars.-—[Mechanical News.

A loss of tw enty per 
e-. nt in one hundred aeres planted m eans a i’oas 
of the expense of planting and cultivating 
tw enty acres, besides the lo.-s o f tim e, w hich 
will result in a reduction o f th e crop of th e third 
and fouitli years of a proportionate am ount, 
besides the derangem ent of the regularity in the 
grow tn o f the vines, tiie stronger ones robbing 
the weaker. It also com plicates th e pruning, 
w hich m nst oe practiced according to the devel- 
opineutot the vineyard 
In places w hereu very 
sm all percentage ot lo s is feared, cuttings are 
generally p relen ed to ro.its. S>mc varieties 
take r ot w ith com parative dilfieulty: o th trs 
w ith great facility, in loose, warm , well-drained 
but moist soils, cuttings generally root easily. 
In cold clay -oils, an d in dry surface alluvion’s, 
especially w hen they are subject to hot north 
winds, th e danger of loss is great am i rooted 
vines are in most dem and. 
For m ost p an s of 
the fian Joaquin and Sacram ento valleys and the 
Hierra loothills, rooted vines w ill often be pre­ 
ferred. 
'J lie general practice is to eut the roots back 
near the ba-e before planting, and to prune the 
tops to one short spur w ith two buds. 
In planting seedling resistant vines it is best 
to trim off a ll the lateral roots for a space of 
about three inches below the crown, so as to de­ 
velop a good m ain root to graft into, and to 
avoid waste of root developm ent, w hich m ust 
be eut aw ay in grafting.

th eir peculiar conditions. 
'1 his com pany offers also a stock of cuttings of 
sim ilar varieties, all of w hich w ill be put up 
carefully by experienced m en. 
Moat interesting wOl he th e ir offering oi cut­ 
tings from im ported rare varieties which have 
bet u propagated by grafting in 1SS3, upon old 
vines. As they require to use most of these stocks 
in future fo rth eiro w n plautiugs, the opportunity 
to obtain them now should not lie neglected by 
those who expect to 
need them , or who 
wish to test th eir values. Those who have old 
vines requiring im provem ent by graftiug m ay 
m ake useful experim ent* and ec determ ine rap­ 
idly w hlcn varieties are best suited to their 
wants. The State University has done this year 
a valuable work in m aking experim ental fer­ 
m entations from the fruit of these grafts, w hich 
w ill aid in determ ining th eir tru e values. They 
were, how ever, not selected at random , but 
com prise the liest known in different parts of 
France. Spain. Portugal and Madeira. 
W nen 
suitably located in California we m ay expect 
them to prove as satisfactory to our vine-grow- 
ers as they are in Europe.

Urovc L. Johnson appeared for 
the prosecution and A. L. H art for the de­ 
fense. 
The first witness called was Deputy Clerk 
Gatfey. 
W itness testified that McCarthy 
had never requested him to alter or change 
the entries of transcripts in his office. 
Mr. H art asked witness it Tie had ever re­ 
ceived any commissions for-print'ng. 
Objected to and objection sustained. 
W itness said bis reports to McCarthy 
were made out on legal cap, and were not 
in the form of sworn reports. 
Had never 
exam ined any of McCarthy's reports’ to 
the Controller. 
In two instances had made 
errors in his reports, which were afterward 
corrected. The letter from McCarthy was 
received afterward. 
It was to the effect 
that the reports were correct. 
Remem ber

Mr. H art wished to know if W. S. Leake 
had found the m em orandum kept by him 
on a telegram, and Leake replied lie had 
not. 
M. J. O’Reilly, a clerk in the Controller’s 
office, was examined by the prosecution in 
reference to the missing desk-blotter. W it­ 
ness said he had seen the desk-blotter dur­ 
ing the Controller's exam ination. 
H ad 
noticed entries 011 it to this effect: “ Settled 
to this date,” signed J. W. McCarthy. 
Heard a conversation between McCarthy 
and Leake during the investigation. Leake 
asked McCarthy if he (Leake) bad paid 
over to.him all moneys received by Leake, 
and McCarthy said he bad. 
Cross-exam ined: The Governor asked 
Mr. McCarthy u great m any questions. 
There was considerable discussion about 
perquisites.

Tlie Special Senate Committee appointed 
to investigate tlie office of the Secretary of

Colonel Avrcs was examined with refer-

office, so fiir as he knew. 
I id regard to the 
gas hills he also testified tiiat it was his 
duty to take the m easurem ent from th e gas 
m eter and enter it in a book, with which 
the gas bills were always compared. 
l.ce Brown testified in regard to high 
prices paid for certain articles of stationery. 
In checking the bills lie liad followed in 
tlx* footsteps of Mr. Graft, who had charge 
of the receiving of stationery under the 
former adm inistration, and who was re­ 
tained in office for a m outh, under Mr. 
Thom pson’s adm inistration, on account of 
liis fam iliarity with stationery. The per­ 
fect mucilage and other articles for which 
it was charged exorbitant prices were paid, 
had been checked off as correct by Mr. 
Graft, and lie had followed that precedent, 
supposing it to he all right. 
A. E. Bhattuck testified that alm ost <mc- 
third of the extras called for outside of the 
contract were bought in Sacramento of 
various dealers here. 
The contractors had 
made com plaints about this, as they ex­ 
pected to supply all the extras, b n t'th ey 
were informed that the articles could be 
purchased as cheaply here, or more so, an 
the cost of transportation saved. 
Some of 
the paper for which high prices were 
charged was paper of fine quality supplied 
to the Suprem e Court in San Francisco, the 
hills being audited there and sent 01110 the 
Secretary of State’s office for paym ent. 
The committee 
then adjourned until 
Monday evening at 7:5U. when the investi­ 
gation will he resumed.
